Corben, Mulaika. Not to mention the kan- 
garoos. Crowell, $3. September 19. 


Inauspiciously beginning her married life as 
the American wife of a young Australian 
physicist whose scholarship and first univer- 
sity appointment both carried no-marriage 
clauses, the author determinedly faced the 
embarrassing complications of accompanying 
him to Melbourne. The pleasantries and trials 
of her life “down under” included the encoun- 
ter with his shocked parents, attempts to 
endure or else shatter the conventional re- 
straints imposed upon a dean’s wife, a sally 
into teaching, continual struggles with primi- 
tive facilities, unsanitary conditions, horrible 
food, the Aussies’ incomprehensible English, 
and several exceedingly public pregnancies. 
Her overly clever, often acid account of these 
and other personal reactions will appeal most 
to more sophisticated women readers. 


Cuneo, Ernest. Life with Fiorello. Mac- 
millan, $4. Tentative date October 18. 


A former law clerk in the office of Congress- 
man Fiorello La Guardia recalls the tempo 
of life in the vicinity of his dynamic em- 
ployer, La Guardia’s effect on those who 
worked with him, his idealism and strongly 
developed socic! conscience, his unorthodox 
ways of achieving reforms, and the colorful, 
warmhearted spirit of the man. Covering 
mainly the years in Congress before La 
Guardia became mayor of New York, the 
book is a friendly but not uncritical tribute 
and portrait rather than a biography. 


Duff, Annis. Longer flight. Viking, $3. 
October. 

The author of “Bequest of wings” (BOOKLIST 
40:277, Ap 15 44) continues her sensitive and 
sound observations on-introducing childrer* 
to the delights and benefits of reading. As 
might be expected, this second book has much 
to report on the reading tastes and capacities 
of adolescents, but the younger children are 
by no means overlooked. Museums, theaters, 
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and other nonbook pleasures are discussed 
in conjunction with reading, and a chapter 
on the important functions and opportunities 
of librarians caps a text that will be of intense 
interest to all who are concerned with chil- 
dren’s reading development. 


Krutch, Joseph Wood. Voice of the desert. 
Sloane, $3.75. September 9. 

Continuing in the vein of The desert year 
(Booxuist 48:243, Ap 1 52) a transplanted 
Easterner comments on life in the Sonoran 
Desert of the American Southwest. He ex- 
amines the geologic character of deserts, the 
nature of desert animals and plants, and is 
especially engaged by the interrelationships of 
plant and animal life in the locality. Through- 
out his observations he conveys a feeling of 
appreciation of each form of life for its own 
sake and he concludes his commentary with 
an essay on the need for a new kind of con- 
servation and a renewed recognition of the 
subtleties of the balance of nature. 


Lecomte du Noiiy, Mary. The road to 
Human destiny. Longmans, $5. September 
al. 

A biography of her husband by the wife of a 
French author whose philosophical and scien- 
tific writings have achieved international rec- 
ognition, whose life span encompassed two 
world wars during which he served France, 
and whose work was equally significant in 
America, where he worked for the Rockefeller 
Institute, traveled, lectured, and lived the 
latter years of his life. Besides reflecting the 
intellectual interests, political tensions, and 
spiritual gropings of his times, the biography 
of this amazingly versatile scientist and hu- 
manitarian traces the gradual strengthening 
of the religious convictions expressed in his 
best-selling Human destiny (Boox.ist 43: 303, 
Je 1 47). Will appeal to those who have en- 
joyed his books and may lead others to them. 


Simpson, Alyse. I threw a rose into the 
sea. Day, $3.75. September 8. 


In Red dust of Kenya (Booxuist 50: 236, F 15 
54) the author described her life in alien 
Africa following marriage to a young English- 
man. In these reflections she turns to an 
earlier period in Switzerland for a sensitive 
recording of her adolescence. Her probing of 
childhood experiences in a small village on 
Lake Constance, relationships with her par- 
ents and rather eccentric relatives, reactions 
to finishing school at Neuchatel, and feelings 
toward her two-year novitiate in a convent 
results in a delicately perceptive and intro- 
spective self-portrait. 


FICTION 


Bjorn, Thyra Ferré. Papa’s wife. Rine- 
hart, $3.75. September 12. 

To achieve her status as Papa’s wife by mar- 
rying Pastor Franzon, an_ old-fashioned 
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preacher in Swedish-Lapland, sixteen-year- 


old Maria began as a maid in the parsonage, 
became an indispensable housekeeper, and 
finally managed to exact his proposal. i 
pleasant chronicle describes their goodly mar- 
riage and the happy upbringing of eight little 
Franzons in Sweden and in America. Though 
her humor sometimes lacks spontaneity, the 
author portrays wholesome family life with 
sincerity and individual flavor. 


Brink, Carol (Ryrie). The headland, a 
novel. Macmillan, $3.50. September 20. 


A headland on the French coast figures as 
the setting for crucial moments in the lives 
of John and Hilda, Americans visiting their 
French grandmother, Raoul and Catalina, 
grandchildren of the village cobbler, and little 
English Vicky. As children they form a close 
union and later, when the war brings all of 
them back to the headland their lives become 
interdependent, with tragedy for some but one 
happy marriage for two of them. The por- 
trayal of the five as children is particularly 
well done and the shift in point of view in 
the first person narrations by four of them 
adds interest. 


Costain, Thomas Bertram. The tontine, a 
novel. Doubleday, $5.95. September 23. 


A long (two-volume) but easy-to-read novel 
which covers the changing fortunes of three 
families in nineteenth-century England. Gam- 
bling on the defeat of Napoleon at Waterloo 
Samuel Carboy establishes a fortune of his 
own and, breaking away from a family part- 
nership of over a century’s standing, develops 
a huge industrial empire with widespread 
power. Less powerful are the members of the 
Grace family, formerly Carboy partners, and 
descendants of the Irishman Groody, one-time 
coachman of Sam Carboy. Late in the cen- 
tury after the collapse of the Carboy empire, 
each family is represented by a survivor in 
the Waterloo tontine and the great question 
is which of the three will outlive the others to 
collect the final amount in the annuity gam- 
ble. Characterization is only fair and the 
author seems intent on developing the eco- 
nomic picture although he gives his usual 
attention to detail of dress, speech, and 
custom. 


Duggan, Alfred Leo. My life for my sheep. 
Coward-McCann, $5. October 3. 


This fictionalized biography of Thomas a 
Becket illuminates one of the great battles in 
the long-drawn-out contest between Eng- 
land’s spiritual and temporal lords. On the 
assumption that his friend, mentor, and chan- 
cellor would continue to put the king’s in- 
terests first, Henry II coerced Thomas into 
becoming Archbishop of Canterbury, but a 
great friendship turned into a greater enmity 
because Thomas took his priestly role serious- 
ly and chose martyrdom rather than surren- 
der a single ecclesiastical privilege. A masterly 
portrayal of a martyr and a king whose celes- 
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tial and earthly crowns do not obscure their 
human frailties. 


Groussard, Serge. A German officer. Tr. 
from the French by Antonia White. Put- 
nam, $3.50. September 30. 


The French author of The woman with no past 
(Book ist 51:133, N 15 54) in a novel of post- 
war Germany portrays the spiritual isolation 
of an unregenerate Nazi army officer having 
to adjust to successive humiliations—inter- 
rogation, trial for war crimes, poverty, unem- 
ployment, and the necessity of accepting 
menial labor for bare survival. Haunted by 
the disturbing memory of a girl whom he had 
ordered executed and whose death was not a 
military necessity, he is resigned to leaving 
an alien world when her brother finally brings 
retribution. A well-written and interesting 
psychological study of arrogance brought low. 


Klaas, Joe. Maybe I’m dead. Macmillan, 
$4.50. September 12. 


Toward the end of World War II, 10,000 pris- 
oners of war at Sagan, a German prison camp, 
are sent, at 40 degrees below zero tempera- 
ture, on a forced march with only half an 
hour’s notice and after a year on half rations. 
The men, mostly American fliers, stunned by 
this sudden reversal of their hopes for speedy 
liberation by approaching Russian troops, set 
out with no knowledge of their destination 
and with but faint hopes of survival. An ex- 
cellent novel of courage, ingenuity, and 
dogged endurance, by a former flier who was 
himself a prisoner of war. 


Mannin, Ethel Edith. So Tiberius . . . Dec- 
orated by A. H. Eisner. Putnam, $2.50. 
September 8. 

The story of an engaging female feline named 
Lucia who, after being saved from early ex- 
tinction because of her youth and beauty, 
became both a responsibility and the object 
of increasing affection to her originally re- 
luctant owner. A nonsentimental portrayal of 
a mutually respectful, yet independent rela- 
tionship between a cat and a man, in which 
the details of human romance seem of minor 
importance. 


Schulberg, Budd. Waterfront, a novel. 
Random, $3.95. September 9. 


The prize-winning screen play On the water- 
front has been expanded into a novel which 
differs on several counts from the film. It 
remains an angry indictment of racketeering 
in the labor unions along the New Jersey 


waterfront, but the happy ending ot the 
screen play has been supplanted by a tragic 
one, in which the hero Terry Malloy is mur- 
dered by the henchmen of Johnny Friendly, 
the labor racketeer, and the terrorism along 
the waterfront continues. The more leisurely 
framework of the novel form permits the 
author to document to the full the abuses in 
longshoremen’s unions, without sacrificing the 
explosive force of the film. 


Stirling, Monica. The boy in blue, a novel. 
Coward-McCann, $3. September 12. 

From a love affair with an older woman of 
wealth and culture and his association with 
a woman his own age a successful young 
composer develops not only emotional maturi- 
ty but learns to take an interest in other peo- 
ple and to break out of the aloofness in 
which he had lived since the murder of his 
family during the German occupation of 
France. The characters are people of dignity 
and charm and while the story traces an in- 
tense passion it is done with restraint and 
grace. 


Thirkell, Angela (Mackail). Enter Sir 
Robert. Knopf, $3.50. Tentative date Oc- 
tober 17. 

An interlude in the contemporary Barsetshire 
chronicles according to Thirkell records the 
mildly flurried summer months in which the 
county society anticipates Sir Robert Graham’s 
retirement from army service. The author’s 
repetitiousness is becoming increasingly ob- 
trusive, but the genteel, good-natured gossip 
and intimate atmosphere will continue to 
please readers who have faithfully followed 
the Barsetshire doings.

Ed 
was to get out the Valley Record and run the 
job printing business while Charlotte con- 
centrated on writing novels. Labor troubles, 
mechanical breakdowns, one child’s bout with 
polio, Ed’s heart attacks, and other disasters 
interfered with their neat plans, but at length 
order and contentment emerged out of the 
chaos that Charlotte describes with warmth 
and humor.

The psychologist who prepared the social 
science data cited by the U.S. Supreme Court 
in its desegregation in education ruling ex- 
pands and interprets that data for school per- 
sonnel, parents, and others concerned with 
the implementation and effects of the ruling. 
Beginning with the premise that prejudice 
both stems from and fosters insecurity, he 
cites psychological studies for the evidence 
they yield on the damage that prejudice and 
segregation do to children and society, and 
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concludes with suggested programs of action 

for schools, churches, and parents.

The Supreme Court, he con- 
cludes, cannot alone guarantee our freedom; 
that depends first and foremost on a public 
opinion alerted to encroachments on civil lib- 
erties.

A succinct descrip- 
tion of the group and its individual members, 
their social interactions, and the underlying 
tensions is followed by an analysis of the 
racial interactions and causes of ultimate dis- 
sension. An objective study which is of par- 
ticular value to those concerned in interracial 
projects because it calls attention to such 
stumbling blocks as Negro hostility and the 
inverted snobbery that motivates some ap- 
parently unprejudiced whites.
